' YOUR COMMITTEE having duly conſidered 
tlie ſeveral Repreſentations and Reſolutions ſent up 
from certain Lodges in the County of Armagh to 
them referred, but particularly—a Memorial from 
23 Lodges aſſembled at Armagh the gth of Septem- 
ber laſt, and referred to us by the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland. —Are of Opinion: 

I. That it fully appears from ſaid Papers that 
many ſhameful Irregularities have heen committed, 
and very improper Perſons initiated into ſome of the 
LODGES in ſaid County. 

IF. That for tite Honou? and Dignity of the Or- 
der, ſuch Irregutacities and Admiſſions ought td be 
as much as poſſibie prevented. 

III. That it apptars to vrour COMMTF TEE, 3x 
LODGES at preicnt aſſemble in the County of Ar- 
magh, all under your Warrants. 

IV. That your COMMITTEt- apprehends the 
beſt Mode to remedy the'e Complaints and check all 


ſuch indiſcriminate Admiſſions would be, to form in 
ſaid County a general COMMITTEE, to act under 


the Sanction of the GRAND LODGE, as a County 
inſpecting COMMITTEE, the ſame to conſiſt of 


the Maſters of al! the LODGES in the County for 


the Time being, who may make ſuch bye Laws as 


may ſeem beſt to them for their Government, pro- 


vided the ſame be ſubmitted to, and receive the Ap- 
probation of the GRAND LODG#&. 

V. That the ſaid County Inſpecting COM. 
MITTEF may have Power to appoint Sub-COM- 
MITTEES, confiſting of at leait ſeven Members 
each from among their Members; theſe Suh-COM- 
MIT TEES to act in the moſt convenient Diſtrias 
of ſaid County, and at ſuch ſtated Times, and 
Places, as may beſt ſuit the Purpoſe of their Inſti- 
tution; to thefe Sub-COMMIT TEES, (of which 
at leaſt 5 to be a quorum) the Name, Occupation 
and Reſidence of all Candidates within that Diſtrict

b 2 , muſt a 
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muſt be regulaily ſent by the Secretary and ſigned by 
the Maſter of the LODGE, to which the Candidate 
ſhall be propoſed, together with the Sum or Depoſit of 
58. 5d. each, at leaſt, one Fortmrght before he can be 
balloted for, in which Time the Sub- COMMIT TEE 
are to enquire into the general Character and Situa- 
tion in Lite of ſuch Candidate, and if they ſhall 
find him worthy they ſhall permit him to be received 
and fo ſignify the ſame to the LODGE. 

VI. That each Sub-CQMMIT'TEE ſhall keep a 
regular Regiſter of all Perſons ſo approved of by 
them, the ſame to be occaſionally entered in an al- 
phabetical Liſt on the Books of the County Inſpect- 
ing COMM T THE, and every Quarter tranſmitted 
with the uſual Fee of 2s. 83d. each, to the GRAND 
LODGE of Ircland, to be there allo regiſtered ; the 
ſaid Fee together with the Depoſit of 5s. 5d. each, 
muſt be ſent with the Name of the Candidate to the 
Sub- COMMIT TEE before any Enquiry cah be 
entered into or Permiſſion be granted, this Money to 
de returned on rejecting the Candidate. 

VII. That no LODGE in ſaid County ſhall un- 
der any Pretence whatever, attempt to initiate any 
&and:date without the previous Approbation of a 
Quorum of fuch Sub-COMMIT TEL to which ſaid 
Candidates are referred, and receiving from every 
Candidate at leaſt the Sum of two Guineas, the ſame 
to appear in their Accounts; any LODGE offend- 
ing herein to forfeit the Sum of three Guineas, the 
ſame to be received by the County Inſpecting COM- 
MITTEE, who muſt tranſmit one half of ſaid Fine 
together with the Regiſtry Fee of 28. 83d. and four 
of the five Britiſh Shillings Depoſit, for each Mem- 
ber returned to the GRAND LOGDE, who will add 
the ſame, except the 28. 834d. Regiſtry, to the Cha- 
rity Fund, the remaining Half of the Fine of thre: 
Guinezs and one Shilling Depoſit to remain in the 
Box of the County Inſpecting COMMIT TEE, to 
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be diſpoſed of by them as they may think proper; 
and any LODGE refuſing to pay faid Fine, ſhall 
on Complaint from the County Inſpecting COM- 
MIT TEE to the GRAND LODGE of Ireland, 
have its Warrant ſuſpended until ſuch Fine be paid. 

VIII. That three or more of the County Inſpect- 
ing-Committee, as may feem convenient, ſhall be 
appointed by them under the Seal of ſaid Com- 
mittee, and the Signature of the Chairman and Se- 
gretary, with full Power to viſit the ſeveral Lodges in 
the County, and inſpect and examine their Books, 
Bye-Laws, Accounts, Payments to the Grand 
Lodge, and Manner and Form of their Tranſac- 
tions, 25 well as the Conduct and general Behaviour 
of the Members, and if any Impropriety ſhalt ap- 
pear, to impoſe a Fine on the Lodge according to 
the Crime, and to report the ſame, if neceſſary, to 
the Grand Lodge, with the Nature and Cauſe, for 
their Conſideration and Deciſion. 

IX. That any Petition for a Warrant to be heid 
in the County, ſhall be ſigned by, at leaſt, five ot 
the Sub- committee of that Diftrict, in Recommen- 
dation thereof, and alio under the Seal and Signature 
of the Chairman arid Secretary of the County In- 
ſpecting- committte, who ſhall cauſe thefameſo ſigned 
and ſealed, to be ſent to the Provincial Grand Maſter 
of Ulſter, ta be by him forwarded to the Grand 
Lodge of Ireland, but in caſe of his Abſence from 
the Kingdom, the ſame to be forwarded to the Grand 
Secretary or his Deputy. 

X. That every Lodge in the County muſt regu- 
larly, under a Fine of half a Guinea, elect their 
Maſters and Wardens, and make Re urn of ſaid 
Election to the County Committee, ſetting forth the 
Names, Occupation and Places of Abode of the 
Perſons ſo elected, at leaſt three Months before the 
Time of coming into Office, that the Committee 
may approve or diſapprove of the Choice, and give 

| b 3 Time 
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Time for a Re- election: The Committee not making 
any Anſwer to this Return, to be conſidered as hav- 
ing approved of the Election. | 

XI. That the ſaid County-inſpecting and Sub- 
committees ſhall keep regular Entries of all Tranſac- 
tions done at their reſpective Meetings, fo as to be 
able to make tull and accurate Returns thereof to the 
Grand Lodge of Ireland, as often as neceſſary, or at 
leaſt every ſix Months, whereby the Grand Lodge 
may be the better enabled to determine, in caſe of 
any Appeal or Complaint of any Partiality being 
uſed by the Committees in their InſpeQions and 
Conduct. 

XII. That in Order to facilitate Buſineſs, and as 
much as poſſible to accommodate the different Lodges 
in the County, each Sub- committee, or a guorum 
thereof, muſt meet in their reſpective Diſtricts, at 
leaſt, once a Month, or oftener, (as Emergencies 
may require) at regular ſtated Times, and conve- 
nient Places, of which every Lodge in the Diſtrict 
muſt be previouſly informed, and the County In- 
ſpecting- Committee at large (of which ſuxteen to be 
a quorum) ſhould meet regularly in a central Situa- 
tion, at leaſt, once. every three Months. 

XIII. That in Caſe the ſaid County InſpeQing- 
committee, or ſuch querum of them, as atorcſaid, 
ſhall negle& or omit to afſemble for the above Pur- 
poſes, for the Space of nine Months, aud ſuch Sub- 
committees (or quorums of them) ſhall negle& or 
omit to meet for the Space of four Months, then all 
theſe Powers anc Authorities, hereby granted, or to 
be granted to them by the Grand Lodge, to ceaſc 
and be utterly void. |

E FO RE we enter into the Cauſe or Motive 

of the firſt Inſtitution of Free-Maſonary, it is 

neceſlary in ſome Meaſure to ſhew the Excellency of 
Secrecy, and with what Care it is to be kept. 

OxE of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wiſe, is his intelligent Strength and Ability 
to cover and conceal ſuch honeſt Secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own ſerious Affairs. 
And whoever will peruſe ſacred and profane Hiſtory, 
ſhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 
Peace and War) that never reached their deſigned 
Ends, but were ſhaken into Shivers and defeated, 
only through Defe& of ſecret Concealment ; and 
yet, beſides ſuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 
have thereby enſued. But betore all other Examples, 
let us conſider that which excels all the Reſt, derived 
even from God himſelf. Who ſo eſpecially pre- 
ſerves his own Secrets to himſelf, never letting any 
Man know what ſhould happen on the Morrow ; 
nor could the wiſe Men in Ages paſt, divine what 
ſhould befal us in this Age: Whereby we may readily 
diſcern, that God himſelf is well pleaſed with Se- 
crecy. And although (for Man's Good) the Lord 
has been pleaſed to reveal ſome Things, yet it is im- 
poſſible at any Time to * or alter his Determi- 


nation,

nation, in Regard whercof the reverend wiſe Men 
of ancient Times, evermore aſfected to perform their 
Intentions ſecretly. 

Wk read that Cato the Cenſor often ſaid to his 
Friends, that of three Things he had good Reaſon 
to repent, if ever he neglefed the true Periormance 
of all or any one of them : The firſt, it he divulged 
any Secret; the ſecond, if he adventured on the 
Water when he might ſtay on dry Land ; and third- 
ly, if he ſhould let any Day neglectedly eſcape him 
without doing ſome good Action. The latter two 
are well worthy of Obſervation ; but the firit con- 
cerns our prelent Undertaking. Alexander having 
received divers Letters of great Importance from 
his Mother, after he had read them, in the Preſencrz 
of none but his dear Friend Epheſiion and himſelt, 
he drew forth his Signet which ſealed his moſt pri- 
vate Letters, and without ſpeaking, ſet it upon 
Epbeſtion's Lips; intimating thereby, that he in 
whole Bolom a Man buries his Secrets, ſhould have 
his Lips locked up from revealing them. 

AMONG the Reſt it may not be diſagrecable to the 
Reader to peruſe the following Story, as told by Aulus 


Gellius in his Attic Nights, and by Macrobius in his 


Saturnals. 
Tk Senators of Rome, at their uſual ſitting in 
the Senate-Houſe, had conſtituted a Cultom among 


' themſelves, that each Brother Senator who had a 


Son, ſhould be admitted with his Father to abide in 
the Senate-Houſe, during their fitting, or depart it 


- Occaſion required; nor was this Favour general, 


but extended only to Noblemens Sons, who were 
tutored in ſuch a Manner as enabled them to become 
wiſe Governors, capable of keeping their own Se- 


crets. About this Time it happened that the Sena- 
tors ſat in Conſultation on a .very important Cauſe, 


io that they ſtayed much longer than ulual, and the 
' Concluſion 
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Conciulion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
preſs Charge of Secrecy in the mean Time. Among, 
the other Noblemen Sons who had been at this 
weighty Buſineſs, was that faithful Youth the Son 
of the grave Papirius, whoſe Family was one of the 
moſt noble and illuſtrious iu; all Rome. - 
THE young Lad being come home, his Mother 
(as molt of the Fair-Scx, are highly affected with 
Novelty) entreated. him to tell her what ſtrange Cale 
had been that Day debatcd in the Senate, that had 
Power to detain them ſo long beyond their uſual. 
Hour ? The virtuous and noble Your courteouily- 
told her that it was a Buſineſs not in his Power to 
evcal, he being in a ſolemn Manner, commanded 
to Silence: Upon hearing this Anſwer, her Deſires 
became more earneſt in ſtricter Inquiries into the 
Caſe, and nothing but Intelligence thereof could any 
Way content her: So that firſt by fair Speeches 
and Intreatics, and with liberal Promiſes, ſhe endea- 
voured to break open this poor little Caſket of Se- 
crecy : But finding thoſe Efforts in vain, to Stripes 
and violent Threats was her next Flight; becauſe. 
Force may compel, where Lenity cannot. 
Treg admired noble .Spirit- finding a Mother's 
Threats to be very harſh, but the Stripes more bitter 
than any Thing beſide; comparing his Love to her 
as his Mother, with the Duty he owed to his Fa- 
ther; the one mighty, but the other impulſive 3 he 
lays her and her fond Conceit in one Scale; his Fa- 
ther, his own Honour, and the ſolemn Injunctions 
to Secrecy in the other Scale ; and finding her in- 
trinſic Weight as being his Mother, but lighter than 
Wind, being thus gone out of herſelf. Whetting 
his tender Wit upon the ſandy Stone of her edging 
Importunity, to appeaſe her, and preſerve his own 
onour by remaining faithful, he thus reſolved her: 
Map AM, and dear Mother, you may well blame 
the Senate for their long ſitting, at leaſt for calling 
1 in 
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in Queſtion a Caſe ſo impertinent ; for except the 
Wives of the Senators be admitted to conſult there- 
on, there can be no Hope of a Concluſion: I ſpeak 
this but out of my young Apprehenſion, for I know 
their Gravity may eaſily confound me, and yet, 
whether Nature or Duty ſo inſtrudt me, 1 cannot 
tell ; but to them it ſeems neceſſary, for the Increaſe 
of _ and for the public Good, that every Se- 
nator ſhould be allowed two Wives, or otherwiſe, 
their Wives two Huſbands : I ſhall hardly under 
one Root call two Men by the Name of Father; I 
had rather call two Women by the Name of Mo- 
ther. This is the Queſtion, Mother; and To- 
morrow it muſt have Determination. 

Tung Mother hearing this, and his ſeeming Un- 
willingnels to reveal it, took it for infallible Truth : 
Her Blood was quickly fired, and Rage enſued. I 
need not put the Reader in Mind that ſuch ſudden 
Heats ſeldom admit of Conſideration ; but on the 
contrary, hurry the Senſes and Faculties further to 
Rafhneis, and other Follies; by which they are 
rendered incapable of doing themſelves iuch good 
Actions, or Services, as their Caſe often requires: 
So without requiring any other Counſel, ſhe im- 
mediately ſent to the other Ladies and Mlatrons ot 
Rome, to acquaint them with this weighty Affair, 
wherein the Peace and Welfare of their whole Lives 
was ſo nearly concerned. This melancholy News 
blew up ſuch a brain-fick Pathon, that the Ladies 
immediately aſſembled; and though {ſome falſely 
ſay) that a Parliament of Women are very ſeldom 
governed by one Speaker, yet this Affair being lo 
urgent, the Haſte as pertinent, and the Caſe (on 
their Behalf) meerly indulgent, the revealing Wo— 
man muſt prolocute for herſelf and the Reſt. And 
the next Morning ſuch a Din was at the Senate- 
Door, for Admiſſion to fit with their Huſhands in 
this wondrous Conſultation, as if all Rome had been 

in 
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in an Uproar. Their Minds muſt not be known be- 
fore they have Audience ; which (though againſt all 
Order) being granted, ſuch an Oration was made 
by the Woman Speaker, with Requeſt that Wo- 
men might have two Huſbands rather than Men 
two Wives, who could ſcarcely content one, &c. 
Upon the Riddle's Solution, the noble Youth was 
highly commended for his Fidelity, and the Ladies 
greatly confounded, and departed very likely with 
bluſhing Checks. Nevertheleſs, to avoid the like 
Inconveniency for the future, it was determined 
that thenceforward they ſhould bring their Sons no 
more into the Senate; only young Papirius, who 
was freely accepted, and his Secrecy and diſcreet 
Policy not only applauded, but himſelf with Titles 
of Honour, dignified and rewarded. | 

Nox ſhould we forget the faithful Anaxarcbe: 
(as related by Pirny, in his ſeventh Book and twenty- 
third Chapter) who was taken in order to force his 
Secrets from him, bit his Tongue in the Midſt be- 
tween his Teeth, and afterwards threw it in the 
Tyrant's Face. 

Tk Athenians had. a Statute of Braſs, which 
they bowed to; the Figure was made without a 
Tongue, to declare Secrecy thereby. 

LIKEWISE the Egyptians worſhipped Harpocrates, 
the God of Silence; for which Reaſon he is always 
pictured holding his Finger on his Mouth. 

THz ARomans had a Goddeſs of Silence named 
Angerona, who was pictured like Harpecrates, hold- 
ing her Finger on her Mouth, in Token of Sc- 
crecy. 

THe Servants of Plancus are much commended, 
becauſe no Torment could make them confeſs the 
Secret which their Maſicr entruſted them with. 

LIXKEwISsE the Servant of Cato the Orator, was 
cruelly tormented, but nothing could make him 
reveal the Secrets of his Maſter. 


B 3 Ruintus 
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Quintus Curtius tells us, that the Perſians held it 
as an inviolable Law to puniſh moſt grievoully (and 
much more than any other Treſpaſs) him that diſ- 


covered any Secret ; for Confirmation thereof, he 


ſays, that King Darius, being vanquiſned by Alex- 
ander, had made his Eſcape ſo far as to hide himſelf 
where he thought he might reſt ſecure ; no FTor— 
tures whatſoever, or liberal Promiſes of Recon 
pence, could prevail with the faithful Brethren that 
knew it, or compel them to diſcloſe it to any Per- 
ſon : And furthermore ſays, that no Man ought to 
commit any Matter of Conſequence to him that 
cannot truly keep a Secret. | 

Horace, among his continual Laws, would have 
every Man keep Secret whatſoever was done or ſaid: 
For this Reaſon the Atbenians were wont (when they 
met at any Feaſt) that the moſt ancient among them 
ſhould ſhew every Brother the Door whercat they 
entered, ſaying, Take Heed that not ſo much as one 
Word paſs out from hence, of whatſoever ſhall here 
be acted or ſpoken. 

Tux firſt Thing that Pythagoras taught his Scho- 
lars was to be ſilent, therefore (for a certain Time) 


he kept them without ſpeaking, to the End that 


they might the better learn to preſerve the valuable 
Secrets he had to communicate to them, and never 
to ſpeak but when Time required, expreſſing there- 
by that Secrecy was the rareſt Virtue: Would to 
God that the Maſters of our preſent Lodges would 
put the ſame in Practice. 

Ariſtetle was demanded what Thing appeared 
moſt difficult to him; he anſwered, to be ſecret 
and ſilent. | | 

To this Purpoſe St. Ambroſe, in his Offices, 
placeth among the principal Foundations of Virtue, 
the patient Gift of Silence. | 

THe wiſe King Solomon ſays in his Proverbs, that 
a King ought not to drink Wine, becauſe a 

neſs 
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neſs is an Enemy to Secrecy ; and in his Opinion, 
he is not worthy to reign that cannot keep his own 
Secrets ; he furthermore ſays, that he who diſcovers 
Secrets is a Traitor, and he that conceals them is a 
faithful Brother: He likewiſe ſays, that he that re- 
fraincth his Tongue, is wiſe : and again, he that 
keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. I could mention 
many other Circumſtances of the Excellency of Se- 
erecy; and I dare venture to ſay, that the greateit 
Honour, Juſtice, Truth, and Fidelity, have been 
always found amongſt thoſe who could keep their 
own and others Secrets; and this is moſt nobly {ct 
forth by Herace, who lays : 


The Man reſolv'd and ſteady to his Truſt, 
Infiexible to Ill and obſtinately juſt ; 
May the rude Rabble's Inſolence deſpiſe, 
Their ſenſeleſs Clamours and tumultuous Cries ; 
The 'Tyrant's Fierceneſs he beguiles, * 
And the ſtern Brow and the harſh Voice defies, 
And will ſuperior Greatneſs ſmiles. | 
Not the rough Whirlwind, that deforms 
Adria's black Gulph, and vexes it with Storms; 
The ſtubborn Virtue of his Soul can move: 
Nor the red Arm of angry Jove, 
That flings the Thunder from the Sky, 
And gives it Rage to roar and Strength to fly. 
Should the whole Frame of Nature round him break, 
In Ruin and Confuſion hurl'd; 
He unconcern'd would hear the might Crack, 
And ſtand ſecure amidſt a falling World.

THEREFORE I am of Opinion, that if Secrecy 
and Silence be duly conſidered, they will be found 
moſt neceſſary to qualify a Man for any Bufineſs of 
Importance : If this be granted, I am confident 
that no Man will dare to diſpute that Free-Maſons 
are ſuperior to all other Men, in concealing their 

Secrets, 
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Secrets, from Times immemorable; which the 
Power of Gold, that often has betrayed Kings and 
Princes, and ſometimes overturned whole Empires, 
nor the moſt cruel Puniſhments could never extort 


the Secret (even) from the weakeſt Member of the 
whole Fraternity. 

THEREFORE I humbly preſume it will of Conſe- 
quence be granted, that the Welfare and Good of 
Mankind was the Cauſe or Motive of ſo grand an 
Inſtitution as Free-Maſonry, (no Art yet ever being 
ſo extenſively uſeful) which not only tends to pro- 
tet its Members from external Injuries, but to po- 
liſh the ruſty Diſpoſitions of iniquitous Minds ; and 
alſo to detain them within the preſent Bounds of 
true Religon, Morality and Virtue ; for ſuch are 
the Precepts of this Royal Art, that if thoſe who 
have the Honour of being Members thereof would 
but live according to the true Principles of the An- 
cient Craft, every Man that's endowed with the 
leaſt Spark of Honour or Honeſty, muſt of Courſe 
approve their Actions, and conſequently endeavour 
to follow their Steps. And altho' very few or none 
of the Brethren arrive to the Sublimity and beautiful 
Contrivance of Hiram Abif ; yet the very Enemies 
of Free-Maſonry muſt own, that it is the moſt re- 
nowned Society that ever was, is now, or (perhaps) 
ever will be upon Earth. The following true D 
ſcription of the Royal Art, will clearly ſhew its great 
Uſe to Mankind. 


The ExCELLENCY of MASONRY deſcribed. 


A frightful Deſart till the World had been, 

And Views of Horror had diſgrac'd the Scene 
Inclement Seaſons had deſtroy'd Mankind, 

With Dog-ſtar's Heat and Winter's freezing Wind ;

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The World had yielded to ſucceſſive Foes, 
Without thoſe Arts which Maſonry beſtows.

Nights, Days and Seaſons, ſhall ſurround this Ball, 
Nor ſhall they ceaſe until the End of all. 
« This ſacred Promiſe to confirm more clear, 
«© My Rainbow in the Clouds ſhall now appear.” 
JEHOVAH ſpoke ;—obſervant Atoms flow, 
And ruſh together to compoſe the Bow. 
Man ſaw the wondrous Scene, and did rejoice, 
Firmly rely:ng on his Maker's Voice. 
Or all the Arts to benefit Mankind, 
T'improve the Judgment, and exalt the Mind, 
What Art can with Free-Maſonry contend, 
Religion's Advocate, and Virtue's Friend ? 
No Art was &'er fo much by Gop approv'd, 
As Maſonry in David whom he lov'd. 
When at Moriah, Gop appear'd to Man, 
And gave the Prince the ſacred Temple's Plan EN 
| at 
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That Charge his Son “ did afterwards fulfil, 
By Tyre's great Aid, and /{;ram's wondrous Skill, 
By Maſons Art, aſpiring Domes appear 
Jo ſtrike the Eye and captivate the Ear. 
By Maſons Art, th' injurious Tongue doth fall 
Before the Ihrone when awful Silence call. 
By Ma'ons Art, the fribbling, toppiſh Ats 
(Mankind's Diigrace, and Sport oi every Lats !) 
Soon quits his Folly, and much wier grown, 
Looks on himlelf as one before unknown. 

Hair, noble Art] thou precious Boon of Hcav'n! 
To civilize Mankind, in Bounty giv'n. 
Tis thine to raiſe the Genius, mend the Soul, 
And ſhew thy Pow'r from [1dus to the Pole. 
By thee inſtructed, Men obey the Laws, 
And nobly act in Honour's glorious Cauſe. 
Even bright-eye'd Virtue marches in thy Train, 
Augments thy Joy, and mitigates thy Pain. 
Within thy Pale, the willing Muſes ſtray, 
Diſcloſe their Riches, and their Charms diſplay. 
Compaſſion too hath rear'd her ſocial Throne, 
' Melts at each Woe, and ſighs at ev'ry Groan. 
Aſtræa now, from Contagion free, 
Hath left the Skies, and fix'd her Throne with thee. 

By thee inſpir'd, Hibernia's Sons advance, 
Uprear the Sword, and point the glitt'ring Lance, 
Againſt the Foe with martial Ardor run, 
And take that Vengeance which they freek to ſhun. 


BuT methinks I hear ſome of my Readers ſay, 
Surely, if Free-Maſonry be ſuch as it 1s here repre- 
ſented, the Brotherhood moſt certainly are the hap- 
pieſt Men living; and yet, on the contrary, we oſten 
meet ſome very miſerable, others very great Knaves, 
and a Number of ignorant, illiterate, ſtupid Fools of 
the Society; or at leaſt would endeavour to make the 
World believe ſo. This ſhall be duly conſidered, 
and

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and anſwered in its proper Place hereafter. In the 
mean "Time I am well aſſured, that none but 
Strangers to the Craft, and ungenerous Enemies to 
good Society, will doubt the Veracity of what is 
here inſerted concerning Free-Matonry. And for 
further Satisfaction to my female Readers, and ſuch 
of the male Sex as have not the Honcur of being 
initiated into the Myſtery, J here beg Leave to treat 
of the Principles of the Craft (ſo far as comes under 
the Limitation of my Pen) which 1 hope will meet 
with a juſt Admiration, becauſe they are founded 
upon Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and 


Good-Fellowſhip. 


A Masow is obliged, by his Tenure to believe 
firmly in the true Worſhip of the cternal God, as 
well as in all thoſe ſacred Records which*the Dig- 
nitaries and Fathers of the Church have compiled 
and publifhed for the Uſe of all good Men: So 
that no one who rightly underſtands the Art, can 
poſſibly tread in the irreligious Paths of the un- 
happy Libertine, or. be induced to foilow the ar- 
rogant Profeſſors of Atheiſm or Deiſm; neither is 
he to be ſtained with the groſs Errors of blind Su- 
perſtition, but may have the Liberty of embrac- 
ing what Faith he ſhall think proper, provided at 
all Times he pays 4 due Reverence to his Crea- 
tor, and by the World, deals with Honour and 
Honeſty, ever making that golden Precept the 
Standard-Rule of his Actions, which engages, 
To do unto all Men as he would they ſhould do 
unto him: For the Craft, inſtead of entering into 
idle and unneceſſary Diſputes concerning the dif- 
ferent Opinions and Perſuaſions of Men, admits 
into the Fraternity all that are good and true ; 
whereby it hath brought about the Means of Re- 
conciliation amongſt Perſons, who without that 
Aſſiſtance, . would have remained at perpetual Va- 


2Tl1ance. 
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A Masox is a Lover of Quiet; is always fubjeQ 
to the Civil Powers, provided they do not infringe 
upon the limited Bounds of Religion and Reaſon: 
And it was never yet known, that a real Craftſman 
was concerned in any dark Plot, Deſigns, or Con- 
trivances againſt the State, becauſz the Welfare of 
the Nation is his peculiar Care; fo that from the 
higheſt to the loweſt Step of Magiſtracy, due Re- 
gard and Deference is paid by him. 

BuT as Maſonry hath at ſeveral Times felt the 
injurious Effects of War, Bloodſhed, and Deval- 
tation, it was a ſtronger Engagement to the Craftſ- 
men to act agreeable to the Rules of Peace and 
Loyalty, the many Proots of which Behaviour hath 
occaſioned the ancient Kings and Powers to protect 
and defend them. But if a Brother ſhould be ſo far 
unhappy as to rebel againſt the State, he would meet 
with no Countenance from his Fellows; nor would 
they keep any private Converſe with him whereby 
the Government might have Cauſe to be jcalous, 
or take the leaſt Umbrage. 

A Maso, in Regard to himſelf, is carefully to 
avoid all Manner of Intemperance or Exceſs, which 
might obſtruct him in the Performance of the ne- 


ceſſary Duties of his laudable Profeſſion, or lead 


him into any Crimes which would reflect Diſhonour 
upon the ancient Fraternity. 

Hx is to treat his Inferiours as he would have his 
Superiours deal with him, wiſely conſidering that 
the Original of Mankind is the ſame; and though 
Maſonry diveſt no Man of his Honour, yet does the 
Craft admit, that ſtrictly to purſue the Paths of 
Virtue, whereby a clear Conſcience may be preſerv- 
ed, is the only Method to make any Man noble. 

A Maso is to be ſo far benevolent, as never to 


ſhut his Ear unkindly to the Complaints of wretch- 
ed Poperty; but when a Brother is oppreſſed by 


Want, he is, in a peculiar Manner, to liſten to his 
=  Sufferings 
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Sufferings with Attention; in Conſequence of which, 
Pity muſt flow from his Breaſt, and Relief without 
Prejudice, acc-rding to his Capacity 

A Masox is to pay due Ohedicnce to the Autho- 
rity of his Maſter and preſiding Officers, and to be- 
have himſelf meekly amongſt his Brethren ; neither 
neglecting his uſual Occupation for the Sake of 
Company, in running from one Lodge to another; 
nor quarrel with the ignorant Multitude, for their 
ridiculous Aſperſions concerning it: But at his lei- 
ſure Hours he is required to ſtudy the arts and Sci— 
ences with a diligent Mind, that he may not only 
perform his Duty to his great Creator, but allo to 
his Neighbour and himſelf : For to walk humbly in 
the Sight of God, to do Juſtice, and ro love Mercy, 
are the certain CharaQteriſtics of a real Free and 
Accepted Ancient Maſon : Which Qualifications I 
I humbly hope they will poſſeſs to the Hnd of Time; 
and } dare venture to ſay, that every true Erother 
will join with me in, Amen. 

TRE Benefits ariſing from a ſtrict Obſervance of 
the Principles of the Craft, are ſo apparant, that I 
muſt helicve every good Man would be fond to pro- 
feſs and praQuſe the ſame ; becaule thole Principles. 
tend to promote the Happineſs of Life, as they are 
founded on the Baſis of Wildom and Virtue. 

Ix the firſt Place; our Privileges and Inſtructions, 
when rightly made Uſe oi, are not only productive 
of our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, but even 
our eternal Happineſs hereaf:er. 

For the Craft is founded on ſo ſolid a Baſis that 
it will never admit Blaſphemy, Lewdneſs, Swearing, 
Evil-Plotting, or Controveriy; and tho' they are not 
all of the ſame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet 
they are ever in ne Mind in Matters of Maſonry ; 
that is, to lahourju'lly, not to eat any Man's Bread 
for Nought, but to the utmoſt of our Capacity, to 

C love 
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love and ſerve each other, as Brethren of the ſame 
Houſhold ought to do: Wiſely judzing, that it is 
as great an Abſurdity in one Man to quarrel with 
another becauſe he will not believe as he does, as it 
would be in him to be angry becauſe he was not cx- 
actly of the ſame Size and Countenance, Gc. 

THEREFORE to afford Succour to the Diſtreſſed, 
to divide our Bread with the induſtrious Poor, and 
to put the miſguided Traveller into his Way, are 
Qualifications inherer.t in the Craft, and ſuitable to 
its Dignity, and ſuch as the worthy Members of 
that great Body have at all Times ſtrove with in- 
defatigable Pains to accompliſh. 

THESE and ſuch like Benefits, ariſng from a 
ſtrict Obſervance of the Principles of the Craft, (as 
Numbers of Brethren have lately experienced) if 
duly conſidered, will be found not only to equal, but 
to exceed any Society in Being. 

Ir ſo, the worthy Members of this great and moſt 
uſeful Society, can never be too careful in the Elec- 
tion of Members; I mean, a thorough Knowledge 
of the Character and Circumſtance of the Candidate 
that begs to be initiated into the Myſtery of Free- 
Maſonry. | 

Upon this depends the Welfare or Deſtruction of 
the Craft for as Regularity, Virtue, and Concord 
are the only Ornaments of human Nature, (which 
is often too prone to ad in different Capacities) ſo 


that the Happineis of Life depend, in a great Mea 


ſure, on our own Election and a prudent Choice of 
thoſe Steps. 

For human Soc ety cannot ſubſiſt without Con- 
cord and the Maintenance of mutual good Offices; 
for, like the working of an Arch of Stone, it would 
fall to the Ground, provided one Piece did not pro- 
perly ſupport another. | 

In former Times cvery Man (at his Requeſt} 
was not admitted into the Craft, (tho' perhaps of - 

goo 
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zood and moral Reputation) nor allowed to ſhare 
the Benefits of our ancient and noble Inſtitution, un- 
leſs he was endued with ſuch Skill in Maſonry, as he 
might thereby be able to improve the Art, either in 
Plan or Workmanſhip; *r had ſuch an Affluence of 
Fortune as ſhould enable him to employ, honour, 
and protect the Crat:{:nen. 

 wouLD not be underſtood, by this, to mean 
that no reputable Jradeſmen ſhould receive any of 
our Benefits; but, on the contrary, am of Opi- 
nion, that they are valuable Members of the Com- 
moawealth, and often have proved themſelves real 
Ornaments to Lodges. 

'Fuost whom J aim at, are the miſerable Wretches 
of Low-life, (oiten introduced by excluded Men“) 
ſome of whom can neither read nor write; and 
when (by the Aſſiſtance of Maſonry) they are ad- 
mitted into the Company of their Betters, they too 
often act beyond their Capacities 3 and under Pre- 
tence of ſearching for Knowledge, they fall into 
Scenes of Gluttony or Drunkenneſs, and thereby 
neglect their neceſſary Occupations and injure their 
poor Families, who imagine they have a juſt Cauſe 
to pour out all their Exclamation, and Invectives 

C 2 againſt 

* That is, Men excluded from their Lodges for Miſ- 
demeanors, Sc. who (finding themſelves deemed unwor- 
thy of ſo noble a Society) fill endeavour to make the 
Reſt of Mankind believe, that they are good and true, 
and have full Power and Authority to admit, enter, and 
make Free-Maſons, when and whereſover they pleaſe, 
Sc. Theſe Traders (though but few in Number) aſſo- 
ciate together, and for mean Conſideration, admit any 
Perſon to what little they know of the Craft. Little, 
I fay, for I honeſtly afſure my Readers, that no Man 
who rightly underſtands the Craft, can be fo blind as to 
trample over its ancient Land-marks ; therefore all Vic- 
tuallers, &c. ought to be very cauticus of entertaining 


ſuch, from whom neither Benefit nor Credit can be ex- 
pected. Sce New Regulaticn VIII. 
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againſt the whole Body of Free-Maſonry, with- 

out conſidering or knowing that our Conſtitutions 

and Principles are quite oppoſite to ſuch bale Pro- 
ceedings. 

Here I think it neceſſary to put in a Word of 

Advice to ſome who may have an Inclination to be- 

come Memhers of this ancient and honourable So— 

ciety: Firſt, they are to underſtand that no Man 

can be made a regular Free-Maſon, but ſuch as is 

free from Bondage, of mature Age, upright in Body 

and Limbs, and endued with the neceſſary Senſes oi 

a Man: This has been the general Cuſtom of 
Maſons in all Ages and Nations, throughout the 
known World. | 

To this I beg Leave to add a Word or two: The 

Perſons to whom I now ſpeak, are Men of ſome 
Education, and an honeſt Character, but in low 
Circumſtances: I ſay, let them firit conſider their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Maſonary | 
Tequires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- | 
ance, to maintain and ſupport its ancient and ho- | 
nourable Grandeur. I could ſay a great deal more 
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on this Point, but I think the Regulations are ſuffi- ( 

cient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Peruſal ( 

i of them. : 
N THE next Thing to be conſidered, is the Choice ] 
= of Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according t

THEREFORE no Man ought to.be nominated or L 

| put in ſuck Election, but ſuch as by his known Skill n 

| and Merit, is deemed worthy of Peformance, v2. h 
ith He muſt be well acquainted with all the private and be 
Ty public Rules and Orders of the Craft; he ought to ſa 


be 
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be firictly honeſt, humane of Nature, patient in In- 
juries, modeſt in Converſation, grave in Counſel 
and Advice, and (above all) conſtant in Amity, and 
faithful ip Secrecy. 

Svcn Candidates well deſerve to be choſen the 
Rulers and Governors of their reſpective Lodges, to 
whom the Members are to be curteous and obe- 
dient, and, by their wiſe and ancient Dictates, may 
lcarn to deſpiſe the over-covetous, impatient, con- 
tentious, preſumptuous, arrogant, and conceited 
Prattlers, the Bane of human Society. 
| Here I cannot forbear ſaying, that I have known 
Men whoſe Intentions were very honeſt, and with- 
out any evil Deſign, commit great Errors, and 
ſometimes have been the Deſtruction of good Lodges; 
and this occaſioned by their Brethren hurrying them 
indiſcreetly into Offices, wherein their ſlender Know- 
ledge of Maſonry rendered them incapable of exe- 
cuting the Buſineſs committed to their Charge, to 
the great Detriment of the Craft, and their own 
Diſhonour. 

AMONGST the. Qualities and Principles of the 
Craft, I] have given a Hint concerning the Behaviour 
of a Maſon in the Lodge, to which I beg he may 
add the few following Lines, viz. he is to pay due 
Reſpect, and to be obedient (in all reaſonable Matters) 
to the Maſter and preſiding Officers: He mult not 
curſe, ſwear, nor offer to lay Wagers; nor uſe any 
lewd or unhecoming Language, in Derogation of 
GOD's Name and Corruption of good Manners : 
nor behave himſelf ludicrouſly, nor jeſtingly, white 
the Lodge is engaged in what 1s ſerious and ſolemn : 
Neither is he to introduce, ſupport, or mention any 
Diſpute or Controverſy about Religion or Politics; 
nor force any Brother to eat, drink or ſtay againſt 
his Inclination ; nor do nor ſay any Thing that may 
be offenſive, or hinder a free and innocent Conver- 
ſation ; leſt he ſhould break the good Harmony, and 

C 3 defeat 
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defeat the laudable Deſigus and Purpoſes of the an- 
cient and honourable Fraternity. 
Ap I honeſtly recommend Free-Maſonry, as 
the moſt ſovereign Medicine to purge out the above, 
or ſuch other Vices; and regular Lodges, as the 
only Seminaries where Men (in the moſt pleaſant 
and cleareſt Manner) may hear, underſtand, and 
learn their Duty to God; and allo to their Neigh- 
bours. And this without the Multiplicity of ſpite— 
ful and malicious Words, long Arguments, or 
ferce Debates ; which have been made Uſe of, 
among miſtaken Mortals, upwards of a thouſand 
Years paſt: And inſtead of uniting Men in one 
ſacred Band, (as the Servants of God, and Brethren 
of the ſame Houſhold) have divided them into as 
many different Opinions, as there were (not only 
Languages, but even) Men at the Confuſion ot 
Babel. h 

As to the Behaviour of the Brethren when out 
of Lodge, I hope the ſhort Space between each 
Lodge-Night, will not admit of Forgetfulneſs of 
the Decency and good Decorum obſerved in the 
Lodge, which may ſerve them as an unerring Rule 
for their Behaviour and Conduct in all other Com- 
panies and Places; and like the worſhipful diſcreet 
Maſter of a odge, rule, govern, and inſtruct their 
Families at Home, in the Fear of God and Love of 
their Neighbours, while they themſelves imitate the 
Member's Obedience, Fc. in paying due Reſpect 
to their Superiors. | 

THESE few Hints may ſerve to put the Brethren 
in Mind of the Duty incumbent on them as Free- 
Maſons ; and likewiſe, how to bchave themſelves 
in ſuch a Manner, as may be acceptable to God, 
agreeable to the Principles of Maſonry, and much 
to their own Honour: But for further Satisfaction 
to my Readers in general, 1 ſhall here inſert the ſe- 
veral old Charges of Free and Accepted ger” 

Be 
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The OLD CHARGES of the FREE and 
AccEkPTED MASONS. 


CHARGE I. Concerning GOD and RELIGION. 


Maso is obliged, by his Tenure, to obſerve 

the moral Law as a true NoAchip A“; and 

he rightly underſtands the Craft, he will never 

be a ſtupid Atheiſt, nor an irreligious Libertine, nor 
act againſt Conſcience. 

In ancient Times, the Chriſtian Maſons were 
charged to comply with the Chriſtian Uſages of each 
Country where they travelled or worked ; being found 
in all Nations, even of divers Religions. 

THEY are generally charged to adhere to that 
Religion in which all Men agrec, (leaving each 
Brother to his own particular Opinion); that is, 
to be good Men and true, Men of Honour and 
Honefty, by whatever Names, Religions, or Per- 
luaſions they may be diſtinguiſhed ; for they all agree 
in the three great Articles of ab, enough to pre- 
ſerve the Cement of the Lodge. 

Trvs Maſonry is the Centre of their Union, and 
the happy Means of conciliating Perſons that other- 
wiſe muſt have remained at a perpetual Diſtance. 


CHARGE II. Of zhbe Civil MAGISTRATE, 


ſupreme and ſubordinate. 


Masod muſt be a peaceable Subject, never 

to be concerned in Plots againit the State, 

nor difre{peQiul to inferiour Magiſtrates. Of old, 
Kings, Princes, and States, encouraged the Fra- 
ternity for their Loyalty, who ever flouriſhed moſt 
in Times of Peace; but though a Brother is not 
to be countenanced in his Rebellion againſt the 
State, 


* Sons of Noah, the firſt Name of Free-Maſons. 
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State, yet, if convicted of no other Crime, his Re- 
lation to the Lodge remains indefeaſible. 


CHARGE III. Concerning a LODGE. 


LoDGE 1s a Place where Maſons mect to 

work in ; hence the Aſſembly, or organized 
Body of Free-Maſons, is called a Lodge; juit as 
the Word, Church, is expreſſive both of the Con- 
gregation and the Place of Worſhip. 

Every Brother ſhould belong to {ome particular 
Lodge, and cannot be abſent without incurring Cen- 
ſure, if not neceſſarily detained. . 

TRE Men, made Maſons, muſt be free- born, (or 
no Bondman) of mature Age, and of good Report; 
hale and ſound, not deformed or diſmembered, at 
the Time of their making; but no Woman, no 
Eunuch. 

Wren Men of Quality, Eminence, Wealth, 
and Learning, apply to be made, they are to be 
reſpectfully accepted, after due Examination; for 
ſuch oſten prove good Lords (or Founders) of Work, 
and will not employ Cowans, when true Maſons can 
be had; they alſo make the beſt Officers of Lodges, 
and the beſt Deſigners, to the Honour and Strength 
of the Lodge; nay, from among them the Frater- 
nity can have a Noble GRaxp-MasTER; but thoſe 
Brethren are equally ſubject to the Charges and Re- 
gulations, except in what more immediately concerns 
Operative Maſons. 


CHARGE IV. Of MasTers, WARDENs, 
FELLOWS, and APPRENTICES. 


A* L Preferment among Maſons, is grounded 
upon real Worth and perſonal Merit only, not 
upon Seniority. No Maſter ſhould take an Appren- 


t ce that is not the Son of hone! Parents; a perfect 
Youth, 
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Youth, without Maim or Defe& in his Body, and 
capable of learning the Myſteries of the Art; that. 
ſo the Lord: (or Founders) may be well ſerved and 
the Craft not deſpiſed; and that when of Age and 
expert, he may become an Entered Apprentice, ,or a 
Free-Maſon of the loweſt Degree; and upon his 
Improvements, a Fellow-Craft and a Maſter-Maſon, 
capable to undertake the Lord's Work. 

Tu Wardens are choſen from among the Maſ- 
ter-Maſons, and no Brother can be a Maſter of a 
Lodge till he has ated as Warden ſomewhere, ex- 
cept in extraordinary Caſes, or when a Lodge is 
to be formed, and none ſuch to be had, for then 
three Maſter-Maſons, tho' never Maſtert nor War- 
dens of Lodges before, may be conſtituted Maſtei 
and Wardens of that new Lodge. 

Bor no Number, without three Maſter-Maſons, 
can form a]. odge; and none can be the Grand-Maſ- 
ter, or a Grand Warden, who has not ated as the 
Maſter of a particular Lodge. 


CHARGE V. Of tbe Management of the CRA 


in Working. 


LL Maſons ſhould work hard and honeſtly on 

Working-days, that they may live reputably 

and appear in a decent and becoming Manner on 

Holidays; and likewiſe the Working-hours ap- 

pointed by Law, or confirmed by Cuſtom, ſtall be 
oblerved. 

A Maſter-Maſon only muſt be the Surveyor or 
Maſter of the Work, who ſhall undertake the Lord's 
Work reaſonably, ſhall truly diſpend his Goods as 
if they were his own, and ſhall not give more Wages 
than juſt, to any Fellow or Apprentice. 

Tue Wardens ſhall be true beth to Maſter and 


Fellows, taking Care of all Things both within and 
without 
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without the Lodge, eſpecially in the Maſter's Ab- 
ſence ; and their Brethren ſhall obey them. 

Trex Maſter and the Maſons ſhall faithfully fniſh 
the Lord's Work, whether Taik or Journey; nor 
ſhall they take the Work at Taſk, which hath been 
accaitomed o Journey: 

Noxs ſhall thew Envy at a Brother's Proſperity ; 
nor ſupplant him, nor put him out of his Work, it 
capable to finiſh it. : 

ALL Maſons ſhall meckly receive their Wages 
without murmuring or Mutiny, and not deſert the 
Maſter till the Lord's Work 1s finiſhed ; they mult 
avoid ill Language, calling each other Brother, ot 
Fellow, with much Courteſy, both within and with- 
ont the Lodge; they ſhall inſtruct a younger Bro- 
ther to become bright and expert, that the Lord's 
Materials may not be ſpoiled. 

Bor Free and Accepted Maſons ſhall not allow 
Cowans to work with them, nor ſhall they be em- 
ployed by Cowans, without an urgent Neceſſity ; 
and even in.that Caſe they muſt not teach Cowans, 
bat muſt have a ſeparate Communication; no La- 
bourer ſhall be employed in the proper Work of 
Free-Maſons. 


CHARGE VI. Concerning MASONS 


BEHAVIOUR. 


r. Behaviour in the Lodge before cloſing. 


OU muſt not hold private Committces, or 

ſeparate Converſation, without Leave from 
the Maſter 3 nor talk of any Thing impertinent, 
nor interrupt the Maſter or Warden, or any other 
Brother ſpeab ing to the Chair; nor act ludicrouſly 
while the Lodge is engaged in what is ſerious and 
ſolemn; but you are to pay due Reverence to the 
Maſter, Wardens, and Fellows, and put them to 
Worſhip. 


Every 
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Every Brother found guilty of a Fault, ſhall ſtand 
to the Award of the Lodge, unleſs he appeals to the 
Grand Lodge, or unleſs a Lord's Work is retarded; 
for then a particular Reference may be made. 

No private Piques, no Quarrels ahout Nations, 
Families, Religions, or Polit s, muſt be brought 
within the Deos of the Lodge; tor as Maſons, we 

are of the oldeſt Catholic Religion, before hinted ; 

and of all Nations upon the Square, Ievel, and 
Plumb ; and like our Predecetfor: in all ages, we 
are reſolved againſt political Diſputes, as contrary 
to the Peace and Welfare of the 1. odge. 

2. Behaviour after. the Loge is cloſed, and the 

Brethren not gone. 

You may eajoy yourſelvs with innocent Mirth, 
treating one another according to Ab.l, ty, but WH" 
ing all Exceſs: not torcing a Brother to eatfor drink 
beyond his own Inclinat.on, {according to the old 
Regulation of King /Lojreris) nor hinder him from 
going Home when he pleaſes; for though after 
Lodge-Hours you are Þke cther Men, yet the 
Blame of your Exceſs may be trown upon the Fra- 
ternity, though unjuſtly. 

3. Behaviour at meeting without Strang ers, but not 

in a formed Lodge. 

You are to ſalute one another as you have been, 
or ſhall he, inſtructed; freely communicating t ints 
of Knowledge, but without diſcloſing. S-crets, un- 
leſs to thoſe that have given long Proof of the.r Ta- 
citurnity and Honour, and without derozatins from 
the iKeſpect due to any Brother, were he not a Ma- 
ſon; for though all Brothers and Fellows are upon 
the Level, yet Maſonry diveſts no Man of the c40- 
nour that was due to him before he was made a 
Maſon, or that ſhould become his due aftrry nds; 
nay, it rather adde to his Reſpect, teach.ng us to 
give Honour to whom it is due, eſpecia ly to a no- 
ble or eminent Brother, whom we ſhould diſtin: ö sh 

rom 
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from all of his Rank and Station, and ſerve him 

readily, according to our A\b:lity 

4. B haniour in the Preſence of Strangers, net 
M ſo c. 

You muſt he cautions in your Words, Carriage 
and Motio.is ; ſo that the maſt penctrating Stranger 
may no” be able to di cover what is not proper to be 
intimatcd : And the impertinent or enſnaring Queſ- 
tions, or ignorant Diſcourſe of Strangers, muſt be 
prudently managed by Free Malons 

5 F-hanigur at Home, and in your Neighbourbacd. 

Masoxs ought to be moral Men, as above charg- 
ed, conſ:quent!y good Huſbands, good Parents, good 
Sons, and good N-ighhour>; no ſtaying too long 
from Home, and avoiding all Exceſs ; yet wiſe Men 
too, for certain Reaſon; known to them. 

6. Pehaviour towards o foreign Brother, or Stranger. 

You are cautiouily to examine him, as Prudence 


ſhal! dire you, that you inay not be impoſed on by 


a Pretender, whom you are ro rcjet with Derifion, 


and beware of giving hin any Hints; but if you diſ- 
over him to be true and faithful, you are to reſpect. 


him as a Brother, and if in Want; vou are to re- 
lieve hun if you can, or elſe direct him how he may 
be rclieved : You muſt employ hin if you can, or 
elle recommend him to be empl-yed; but you are 
not charged to do beyond your A tlity. / 

7. Behaviour behind a Brother's Back, as bell as 

before his Face. 7 
FREE and Acceped Ma'ons have ever been 


charged o avoid all Manner of flandering and 


backbicing of true and faithful Brethren, or talking 
diſ-eſp=Arully of a Brother's Petormance or Perſon, 


and all Malice or uniuſt Reſentment; nay. you 


muſt not uffer any others to reproach an honeſt 
Brother, bu defend his Character as far as is con- 
ſiſtent with Honour, Safety, and Prudence; though 
no farther. 


CHARGE 
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CHARGE VII. Concerning LAW-SUITS. 


F a Brother do you Injury, apply firſt to your 

own or his Lodge, and if you are not fatisfied, 
you may appeal to the Grand Lodge; but you 
muſt never take a legal Courle, till the Cauſe 
cannot be otherwile decided ; for if the Aﬀair 1s 
only between Maſons, and about Maſonry, Law- 
Suits ought to he prevented by the good Advice of 
prudent Brethren, who are the beſt Referees of 
Differences. 

Bur if that References is either impracticable or 
unſucceſsful, and the Affair muſt be brought into 
the Courts of Law or Equity; yet ſtill you muſt 
avoid all Wrath, Malice, and Rancour in carrying 
on the Suit; not ſaying or doing any Thing that 
may hinder the Continuance or Renewal of bro- 
therly Love and Friendſhip, wh:ch is the Glory 
and Cement of this ancient Fraternity ; that we 
may ſhew to all the World, the benign Influence of 
Maſonry, as all wiſe, true and faithful Brethren 
have done from the Beginning of Time, and will 
do till Architecture ſhall be diflolved in the general 
Conflagration. Amen !. So mote it be! 

E All theſe Charges you are to abſerve, aud alſo 

thee that ſhall be communicated to you in a 
Way that cannot be written. 


A SHORT CHARGE fo a new admitted 
MASON. 


BROTHER, 


OU are now admitted (by the unanimous 
Conſent of our Lodge) a Fellow of our moſt 
ancient and honourable Society ; ancient, as having 
ſubſiſted from Time immemorial ; and honourable, 
as tending in every Particular to render a Man ſo, 
who 
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who will be but conformable to its glorious Pre— 
cepts: The greateſt Monarchs in all Ages, as well 
of Aſia and Africa as of Europe, have been Encou- 
ragers of the Royal Art: and many of them have 


preſided as GRAND MASTERS over the Maſons in 


their reſpective Territories, not thinking ic any 
leſſening to their Imperial Dignities, to level them- 
ſelves with their Brethren in Maſonry, and to act as 
they did. 

TuE World's great Architect is our Supreme 
Maſter ; and the unerring Rule he has given us, is 
that by which we work ; religious Diſputes are never 
ſuffered within the Lodge, tor as Maſons we only 
purſue the univerſal Religion, or the Religion ot 
Nature ; this is the Cement which unites the moſt 
different Principles in one ſacred Band, and brings 
together thoſe who were the moſt diſtant from one 
another. 

THERE are three general Heads of Duty which 
Maſons ought always to inculcate, viz. to GOD, 
our Neighbour, and ourſelves; to GOD, in never 
mentioning His NAME but with that reverential 
Awe which a Creature ought to bear to his CRE - 
ATOR, and to look upon him always as the Sumum 
Bonum which we came into the World to enjoy, 
and according to that View to regulate all our Pur- 
ſuits ; to our Neighbours, in acting upon the Square, 
or doing as we would be done by ; to ourſelves, in 
avoiding all Intemperance and Exceſſes, whereby we 
may be rendered incapable of following our Work, 
or led into Behaviour unbecoming our laudable Pro- 


feſſion, and always kceping within due Bounds and 


free from all Pollution. 

Ix the State, a Maſon is to behave as a peaceable 
and dutiful Subject, conforming cheariully to the 
Government under which he lives. 

He is to pay a due Deference to his Superiors ; 
and from his Inferiors he 1s rather to geceive Ho- 

nour,

it is in his Power (without prejudicing himſelf or 


fon, he muſt vouch him to be ſuch as he really be- 
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nour, with ſome Reluctance, than to extort it: He 
is to be a Man of Benevolence and Charity, noc

In the Lodge he 1s to behave with all due De- 
corum, lefl the Beauty and Harmony thereof ſhould 
be diſturbed or broke : He is to be obedient to the 
MasTER and the preſiding Officers, and to apply 
himſelt cloſely to the Buſineſs of Maſonry, that he 
may the ſooner become a Proficient therein, both 
tor his own Credit and for that ot the Lodge. 

Hz is not to neglect his own neceſlary . Avoca- 
tions * for the Sake of Maſonry, nor to involve him- 
ſelf in Quarrels with thoſe who through Ignorance, 
may ſpeak Evil of or ridicule it. 

He is to be a Lover of the Arts and Sciences, 
and is to take all Opportunities to improve himſelt 
therein. 

Ir he recommends a Friend to be made a Ma- 


lieves will conform to the aforeſaid Duties, leſt by 
his Miſconduct at any Time, the Lodge ſhould pa!s 
under ſome evil Imputations. 

NoTHING can prove more ſhocking to all faith- 
ful Maſons, than to fee any of their Brethren pro- 
fanc or break through the ſacred Rules of their Or- 
der; and ſuch as can do it, they wiſh had never 
been admitted.

* Here you are to underſtand, That a Maſon ought 
not to belong to a Number of Lodges at one Time, nor

mar (the Sons of Aaron } were admitted, to whom Maſes 
repeated what he had juſt before told to Aareon: Theſe 
being ſeated, the one on the Right-Hand, the other on 
the Lefi-Hand of Miſes; the feventy Elders of Hrael, 
who compoſed the Sanhedrim, came in; and Mefes 
again declared the ſame Laws to them, with the Inter- 
pretations of them, as he had done before to Aaron 
and his Sons.

HavinG inſerted this Prayer, and mentioned 
that Part of Maſonry commonly called the Royal 
Arch, (which I firmly believe to be the Root, Heart 
and Marrow of Free-Maſonry) I cannot forbear 
giving a Hint of a certain evil Deſigner, who has 
made a Trade thereof for ſome Time paſt, and has 
drawn in a Number of worthy honeit Men, and 
made them believe that he and his Aſſiſtants truly 
taught them all and every Part of the above- 
named Branch of Maſonry, which they ſoon com- 
municated to the worthy Brethren of their Ac-

for Charity, One Guinea to the Grand-Secretary, 
Three Shillings and Four-pence to the Purſuivant, 
and One Britiſh Shilling to the Tyler. And every 
Member of ſuch Lodges fo received, ſhall pay 
One Britiſh Shilling each to the Grand-Secretary, 
for being enrolled in the Grand Lodge-Books ; and 
ſuch Member or Members as ſhall be received in an 

Lodge from Time to Time, ſhall pay One Britiſh 
Shilling for Regiſtry ; and every old Member joining 
any other Lodge, muſt pay One Britiſh Six-pence 
to the Grand-Sccrctary tor transferring his Name 
from one Number to another; and each Brother ob- 
taining a Certificate from the Grand- Secretary with 
the Seal of the Grand Lodge prefixed thereto, ſhall 
pay One Britiſh Shilling for the ſame. . 


XI. The Purſuivant of the Grand Lodge ſhall 
receive, for his Attendance on the Grand Lodge 
Commr'tees, and Service of Summonſes, a Salary

yearly. The Tyler ſhall receive, each Night of his 
Attendance, either on Grand Lodge Nights, .or on 
Committees, One Britiſh Shilling.

When any Lodge in the City of Dublin, 
has a Man or Men to be made, the Grand Secre- 
tary ſhall have four Days Notice thereof, in Order 
to acquaint the Grand-Officers, and inſpecting 
Committee, that they, or any of them, may inquire 
of the Character and Occupation of the Perſon. or 
| | G 3 Perſons 
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Perſons ſo propoſed; and no Lodge ſhall hereafter 
enter a Perſon a Member among them, who ſhall 
then be an Officer of Mace, Sheriff's Officer, Bai- 
liff, Conſtable, Livery-Servant, or any Perſon of 
ſuch hike Occupation, under Penalty, that the Offi- 
cers preſent on ſuch Occaſion, ſhall never be permit- 
ted to fit as Officers in the Grand Lodge ; and no 
Lodge ſhall, in Caſe any ſuch Perſons are now Mem- 
bers of any Lodge, elect any ſuch Perſons for their 
Officers. 


XIV. The ſeveral Lodges in this City ſhall be 
viſited by a ſele&t Committee of five or more Mem- 
bers appointed by the Grand Lodge, provided that 
the Grand-Maſter, his Deputy, the Grand-War- 
dens, Grand Treaſurer, and Grand-Secretary, de- 
cline the ſame; andeach of the ſaid Committee ſhall 
be furniſhed with a Copy of the Order of the Grand 
Lodge, impowering them ſo to do, ſealed with the 
Grand Lodge Seal, and ſigned by the Grand-Secre- 
tary or his Deputy ; and the ſaid Committee, or 
any two or more of them, ſhall be impowered to 
inſpect the Books and By-Rules of each Lodge which 
they ſhall] ſo viſit, and alſo the Character and Con- 
verſation of the Members thereof; they are likewiſe 
to take Notice if the ſeveral Members thereof are 
regiſtered, and have paid their Returns, and make 
their Report at the next Meeting of the Grand 
Lodge: And any Lodge refuſing to admit ſuch Vi- 
ſiting Committee, or to lay before them their Books, 
By-Rules, and Regulations, or refuſing to give a 
Liſt of their Members, if demanded, ſhall be fined 
One Guinea; the Viſiting Co :imittec, negleCting 
this eſſential] Duty, or to make a Report of their 
Obſervat.ons as above particularized, ſhall be ſub- 
ject to the Cenſure of the Grand Lodge, unleſs 
_ ſuthcient Cauſe can be aſſigned for ſuch Neg- 
ect. 


XV. When 
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XV. When any Brother has an Appeal to the 
Grand Lodge, his Appeal ſhall lie one Month be- 
fore it be read, that the Purſuivant may give timely 
Notice thereof to his Lodge, and all concerned ; ex- 
cept in Caſes of Neceſſity, or when the Parties are 
both preſent. 


XVI. Every Lodge in the Kingdom of Irelan1, 
ſhall pay Ten Shillings and Ten Pence annually, to 
the Grand Lodge for Relief of Sick and Diſtreſſed 
Brethren, and for defraying other incidental Charges 
of ſaid Grand Lodge, which Contribution {hall be 
brought and paid to the Grand Lodge, or to the 
Grand-Treaſurer, by the City Lodges, on or hefore 
the firſt Thurſdays in Auguſt and February, for the 
half Year enſuing ; and in Default of ſuch Payment 
on the Days aforeſaid, no Maſter or Warden ſhall be 
ſuffered to fit in the Grand Lodge until ſuch Contri- 
bution be paid: This annual Payment to be in Lieu 
of the One Shilling and One Penny formerly paid by 
each Member and to commence from the Twenty- 
ſeventh of December, 1768, the Country Lodges to 
be allowed to the Twenty-fiftth of March, on or be- 
fore which Day they ſhall pay their Year's Arrears. 
Every Ledge refuſing or neglecting to pay ſuch Con- 
tribvtion aforeſaid, ſhall be excluded all Benefit of the 
| Grand Lodge, and their Names ſhall be ſtruck out of 
the Grand Lodge-books ; the Grand- Maſter's Lodge 
to pay what they ſhall think proper. 


XVII. No Petition for Charity ſhall be received 
in the Grand Lodge, unlets delivered at the Grand- 
- Maſter's Chair by a Member of ſaid Lodge, and 
before it be read, it muſt be recommended at leaſt 
by three Members of the Grand Lodge. 


X VIII. No Petition for Charity ſhall be received 
from thoſe Lodges who do not pay their Con- 
tributions to the Grand Lodge; and any Brother

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who is not an immediate Contributing-Member, 
and has been fo at leaſt One Year, ſhall be entitled 
to any Relief from the Grand Lodge, except ſuch 
Brethren as may come from foreign Countries, and 
can produce proper Certificates * the Lodges 
they belonged to abroad. 

XIX. A Brother who has already, or ſhall here- 
alter receive Charity out of the Fund of the Grand 
Lodge, ſhall never be returned (or deemed to be qua- 
lined) to fit as a Member thereof on any Account 
whatſoever, except he repays to the Fund or the 
'Freaſurer thereof, the full Sum or Sums of Money 
that have been advanced to him. Neverthelefs, ſuch 
Brethren, if Health and Time permit, may continue 
Members of their private Lodges. 


XX. All the Lodges in Dublin, ſhall, for the future, 
ele& their Officers ſome Time in the Months of April 
and Oclober, and return their Names, Occupations, 
and Places of Reſidence, to the Grand Secretary, 
who is to produce the fame on the Grand Lodge 
Nights, in May and November, that their Characters 
may be inquired into, and reported to the Grand 
Lodge by the Viſiting-Committee, at the Meeting 
preceding each St. Joun's Day, and the Country 
Lodges are to return the Names of their Officers, 
and a Liſt of their Members, to the Grand-Secretary, 


on or before St. JoHR's Day, in June, every Year. 


XXI. No Maſter or Warden fhall be ſuffered to fit 
in the Grand Lodge without wearing their proper 
ewels, and Aprons with white Ribbands bound or 


edged with Blue, and no ether Colour. 


XXII. The Purſuivant ſhall be fined a Britiſh 
Half-Crown, for admitting into the Grand Lodge 
any Officer or Member of the Grand Lodge, not 
decently and uniformly dreſſed, or according to 


the Inſtructions he ſhall receive from the Grand 
Lodge; 
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Lodge; and if the Purſuivant ſnall permit any Bro- 
ther to go out of the Grand Lodge when ſitting, or

XXIV. The Grand-Secretary ſhall not give a 
Certificate with the Seal of the Grand Lodge at- 
fixed to it, to any Brother or Perſon whatſoever, but 
to ſuch as have been at leaſt one whole Year a con- 
tributing Member to the Fund of the Grand Lodge, 
unleſs ſuch Brother ſhall produce a Certificate from 
his own Lodge; or in Caſes of Emergency, ap- 
proved and ordered by the Grand Lodge. 


XXV. Any Perſon who has been made a Maſon 
in a clandeſtine Manner, contrary to the Rules of 
the Grand Lodge, ſhall not become a Member, or 
{it in any Regular Lodge, until ſuch Lodge who is 
about to admit him fo clandeſtinely made, ſhall have 
him firſt entered and paſſed through the uſual Courſes 
over again, as it the ſame had never been performed 
before; and any Hodge herein tranſgreſſing, ſhall be 
ſubject to a Fine of One Guinea, and not be ſuffered 
to fit in the Grand Lodge till ſuch Fine be paid; and 
no Regular Brother ſhall be received into any other 
Lodge until he produces a proper Certificate from the 
tormer Lodge he bclonged to. And when any Bro-

And any Army or other Lodge making a Maſon 
contrary to this Rule, to be fined a Guinea. 


XXVIII. If any of the Lodges pay any Contri- 
butions or Arrears, or any Part thereof, to the Pur- 
ſuivant, Tyler, or any other Perſons, without hav- 
ing the Grand-'Treafurer or his appointed Clerk's 
Receipt for the ſame, it ſhall be at their own Peril. 


XXIX. Every Brother that ſhall not render him- 
ſelf amenable to the Rules, Orders and Regulations 
of the Grand Lodge, ſhall be fined as the Grand 
Lodge ſhall think proper, and ſhall not be ſuffered 
to fit in the Grand or any other Lodge, until the 
Fine be paid, and ſuch Submiſſion made, as the

EORGE the Third, by the Grace of God, of 
Great-Britain, France and Ireland, King, De- 
fender of the Faith, TI ALL to whom theſe PRE- 
SENTS ſhall come, Greeting, WHEREAS the 
SOCIETY of FREE and ACCEPTED * 
avec 
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ave for Ages held frequent Meetings within this 
Realm, and have ever demeaned themſelves with 
Duty and Loyalty to Us and Our Predeceſſors, with 
Reverence and Obedience to the Laws, and Kindneſs 
and Sood-Will to their Fellow-Subjects: And 
whereas, the ſaid Soeiety appears to have been origi- 
nally inſtituted for humane and beneficent Purpoles, 
and to have diſtributed from Time to Time, to all 
without Diſtinction, who have had the ſingle Claim 
t u retchedneſs, Sums to a great Amount, collected 
by voluntary Contribution among themſelves. And 
whercas, Our entirely beloved, c.

Members of the Society of FREE and AGCEPTED 
MASONS, under the Conſtitution of Engiand, in 
Behalf of themſelves and many others ot the ſaid 
Society, by their Petition humbly pretented to Us, 
nave moſt humbly beſought us, to grant Our moſt 
gracious LETirERs PATENT to INCORPORATE 
the faid SoclETY, and make them a Body Politzc 
and Corporate for ever.
